Sir Thomas Lipton'a Craw Will Rcturr 
to England Next Tuesday and Ha 
Will Follow Shortly After— 
Shamrocka For Satu 

New York, Bept 4.— Reliance, th« 
lAmerlMui cap defender, Thursday won 
|tbe third a&d final race and the series 
jlor that famous sea trophy, the Amer- 
lican cup. In a dense fog, which pre- 
.vented vision beyond 200 yarda, ahs 
finlabed the race at 6:30:02 ttare* 
xallea ahead of the Shamrock, amid the 
acclamation of the iis.scnililpd fleet 
, Shamrock 111., after running for more 
than an hour into the fog, mlaaed tba 
flnish line, paeaed by it and then re 
toned to It from the opposite dl- 
rection. As the Reliance was then 
being towed through the fleet of yachts, 
ensigns fluttered from her truck and 
tipreaders in celebration of her Tlctory, 
the Shamrock III. did not cross the 
flnlah line. As oftfn snld of the his- 
toric race when the America won the 
cup, there was no second. 

This successful result was achieved 
only after i^r futHe atttaipta to aatl 
off the final race, and aiter the outcome 
had been admitted by even Sir Thomas 
Llpton to be a foregone conclusion. 
.Thursday's was the eighth attempt to 
'.••11 a race. After one floke Reliance 
jWon the two following ntcee, one by 
seven minutes and three seconds and 
the other by one minute and nineteen 
Heconds. 

A week ago Thursday the first at- 
tempt to sail the third race failed, 
and attempts have been made every 
day thl.s week. On these occa.'sions Re- 
liance led Shamrock to the finish line 
l>y two miles, but failed to reach it 
before the expiration of the time limit 
of five and a half hours. 'Thursday's 
•Victory means that the cup is destined 
to remain in America until England is 
able to produce a genius equal tO Her- 
reshoft in yacht business. 

Thursday night Sir Thomas Lipton 
said: 

•Two weeks ago I was hopeful; laft 
Wff'k I Kin w I was doomed to dt fcat 
and was disappointed, but to-day I am 
almost glad in my own defeat, this 
'Am«rica having been such a thorough- 
47 generous victor. I want again to 
thank the American people for their 
generosity to me in my defeat. 

"My crew is to return to England on 
Tsesday next, and I really ought to 
ga back by that time myself. I win 
post out my engagements in a day 
or two and then determine just what 
I shall do. 

"I am to meet some people Friday 
who desire to buy at least one of the 
Shamrocks. After I have seen them, 
. I shall determine what to do." 

RegardflTg the defeat of Shamrock 
III. he simply said: I don't care to 
discuss it any more. The American 
boat was the better: that is all." 

Designer Fife refused to talk. 

Capt. WrinRe, while aRreeable. still 
would not talk any further than to 
say: '^e did the best we could, but 
the other boat was better." 

.Capt. Barr, of Reliance, said after 
the rare: "Reliance Is a l>ea«tlfiil 
boat; had all kinds of weather and 
won In it. Our adversaries did the 
best they could with the material at 
their command."

The failure 
to have an experiment was caused by 
the discovery of a broken valve in the 
motor. This can be repaired, I think, 
during the forenoon to-morrow."

A Peculiar SUtf of Affairs at Hobson 
City, Ala. 

Montgomery. Ala., Sept. 4. — The ap- 
proaching city el«'rti(in at llolisdn City, 
the Negro colony near Anniston, will 
disclose a peculiar state of affairs. The 
town is solely run by Negroes. Under 
the new constitution nearly all of the 
male adult inhat)it.;ints are disfran- 
chised, theie now being only about 
two voters, and the affairs of the town 
will have to be conducted by the two 
citisens alone. As there are nearly 
as many offices to be filled as there are 
voters, the candidates will virtually 
elect themselves, and may thus per- 
pctiinff tlii'niselves in oftice. 



The European Resldiihts In Mensdtlr, 

Including the Consuls, hiave Re- 
cently Been Insulted By the 
Turkiah Saldltra. 

London, Sept 4.— The Dally Mail's 

correspondent, in a dispatch from Mon. 
astir, dated August 31, tells of an in- 
effectual attempt he made to penetrate 
the Albanian cordon and reach Ar« 
mensko. He waa threatened with 
death and compelled to return under 
guard. He gives numerous instances 
of Turkish brutality and treachery. 

The villagers of Armenako were ma» 
sacred beftoa a single insurgent vialt* 
ed the place. The Inhabitants of the 
village Nevolkas, nrar Fiorina, were 
butchered while on their way to 
Fiorina under guard, after having sur- 
rendered on a guarantee of Immunity. 

At Fiorina, continues the corre- 
spondent, the Christians are in a state 
of abject fear and are handicapped by 
a bigoted Greek metropolitan, who or- 
ders them to stay in the village and 
not to flee, with the result that the 
savage soldiers murder them by scores. 
The Kuropcan residents of Monastir. 
including the consuls, are in a state 
of great anxiety. Many. Including the 
Italian consul, have recently been in- 
sulted by soldiers. Operations com- 
menced last Thursday on an organized 
scale against the insurgents and bod- 
ies of troops are operating In all di- 
rections, but no details have yet ar- 
rived.

The examining trial of Dic^k Jdck.sui) 
and Clarence Thomas on charge of 
killing David Daily closed .Thursday after- 
noon, and resulted in Judge Newell re- 
committing the accused to jail without 
bsil, to await the action of the next 
grsnd jury. Judge Whitaker assisted 
County Attorney O'Donnell in the prose- 
cution, while the defendants were repre- 
sented by Judge Phister and J.M.Col- 
lins. 

Tiie evidence showed that Daily and 
Patterson Malone woro ratoming from 

Mayslick on the night in (jnestion in a 
wagon. As they approached the covered 
bridge at North Fork the negroes came 
driving through from the opposite direc- 
tion at a fast pace in a bug^y, and in 
passing collided with the rear wheel or 
axle of the wagon, the boggy being over- 
turned. 

The negroes demanded payment then 
and there for the damages to Uiair buggy. 
Daily expressed bis regret at the acci- 
dent, but didn't think he was to blame 
for it, and said the dispute on that ques- 
tion could be settled next day if they 
would come to Maysville. This wasn't 
satisfactory to the negroes, and they told 
Daily and Malone (boy sbonldn't leave 
tiutil the money was paid.

In the meantime Thomas was standing 
either in front of Daily's horses or near 
there. The latter let the negroes know 
he would not be held up in that way, 
and that he intended to come on to 
Maysville. The evidence was not con- 
clusive as to whether he got out of the 
wagon or not.
